materia, and therefore when the 
County Commissioners perform, un­ 
der certain limited circumstances, 
the functions of the registrars 
and 9 or the assessors, they are gov­ 
erned by the same law that governs 
the registrars and / or the assessors. 
In other words, the County Com­ 
missioners cannot legally change the 
enrollment of a voter and enroll 
him in another party simply because 
the voter wants to have it done. 
They should demand the statutory 
proof that the voter is entitled to 
be enrolled in the other political 
party. 
This proof consists of an 
oath by the voter that at the last 
November election at which he 
voted, he voted for a majority of 
the candidates of the party in which 
he wishes to be enrolled, and if the 
registrars act on his case on April 
25th, next, and he is dissatisfied with 
their action, he must appeal and 
allege error. Unless he is sick or 
necessarily absent, he must first sub­ 
mit his case to the registrars. If he 
was neither sick nor necessarily ab­ 
sent on April 25th the County Com­ 
missioners can do nothing for him 
either with or without proofs.

Spring primary coming on May 15th, 
the regular annual registration and 
enrollment for 1933 is used, and 
April 25th is fixed for the purpose 
<of registering and enrolling voters 
that, for any reason, are not on the 
1933 registration and enrollment. 
Perhaps the most common reason 
for not being on said registration 
and enrollment is that the voters 
have moved since the registration 
in 1933. Persons that have changed 
their party affiliations, in the only 
way that this can be done, may have 
their enrollment changed, by pro­ 
ducing the proofs prescribed by the 
statute showing such change. No 
proofs, no change. 
In the boroughs and townships 
the principle is just the same, ex­ 
cept that persons voting on age may 
register and enroll in a party on the 
day of the primary. While there Is 
n o t' personal registration in the 
boroughs and townships, yet all 
voters are supposed to be registered 
and enrolled by tire assessor, at the 
time of the regular annual registra- !

An elector is entitled to be en­ 
rolled in a party only if he or she 
voted for a majority of the candi­ 
dates of that party at the last pre­ 
ceding November election at which 
he voted. Of course, if the question 
is not raised, the voter usually is en­ 
rolled in the first instance in the 
party that he or she names, without 
proof or demand of proof of the 
right to be enrolled. 
Persons that are enrolled in one 
party and voted for a majority of 
the candidates of some other party 
at the last November election may 
change their enrollment and be en­ 
rolled in the party to which they 
now are entitled to belong; but they 
must prove their right to change by 
affidavit that they so voted. 
It therefore must be apparent that 
a Republican becomes a Republican 
and remains a Republican by voting 
for a majority of Republican candi­ 
dates in November, and a Democrat 
becomes a Democrat and remains a 
Democrat by voting for a majority 
of the Democratic candidates in 
November. 
Membership in a political party is 
not a rash that breaks out just be­ 
fore a primary election when the 
voter is itching to nominate someone 
or lick someone else. In this matter 
of party affiliation either a Demo­ 
crat or a Republican may repent, 
but he must do his “works meet for 
repentance” at the November elec­ 
tion and not just before the primary. 
To change his party enrollment, he 
must establish his right to have it 
changed by his affidavit that he 
voted at the last November election 
at which he voted for a majority of 
the candidates of the party in which 
he now wants to be enrolled. 
In order that voters may not have | 
snap judgment taken against them, 
if they were sick or necessarily ab­ 
sent on all registration days in the 
city, as to them the County Com­ 
missioners are given authority to 
perform the duties of the registrars 
and enroll them, but this must be 
done on or before May 5th this year, 
’ and then only if they are legally 


i entitled to be registered and f or en­ 
rolled. In acting on the applications 
of persons who are not registered or 
I enrolled or want to change their 
party enrollment the County Com­ 
missioners have no greater powers 
i than have the registrars or the as­

At the bottom 
will be 
the statem ent, “Midway 
Point and Center of the Steel In ­ 
dustry.” This will all be in the na­ 
ture of the so-called graphic maps. 
On the front of the envelope will 
be the cachet proper. 
Cachet, by 
the way is pronounced “kashay.” 
It is not generally known th at New 
Castle is possessed of a seal. Some 
years ago during the centennial 
celebration here a contest was held 
and one of the students in the New 
Castle schools submitted a winning 
design. 
This or something similar 
will be used. Above it will be U. S. 
Postoffice, First Day, followed by 
the date, and at the bottom the 
simple words, “Chamber of Com­ 
merce” and “New Castle Stamp 
Club.”

Fire troops of the Civilian Con­ 
servation Corps in 90 odd camps, 
located in all part of the common­ 
wealth, are augmenting the “regu­ 
lars” of the department of forests 
and waters. 
Inspectors and wardens employed 
by the 
departm ent 
are 
drilling 
squads of the young “minute men” 
in the art of fighting the flames 
th at each year levy a heavy toll on 
the forest resources and W’ild life of 
Pennsylvania. Each crew consists of 
from 15 to 20 men and is equipped 
with special fire fighting tools sup­ 
plied by the department. 
Experienced woodsmen proclaim 
that the new fire forces 
will 
get 
many hours of 
experience 
before 
spring turns into summer. All signs, 
they say, indicate a dry spring with 
a consequent epidemic 
of 
forest 
fires. Since February the CCC boys 
already have 
extinguished 
many 
fires, especially in the wide stretches 
of forest in the northern counties. 
The forestry corps was called up­ 
on for this duty only a few times 
last fall for 1933, one of the wettest 
years in a long time, setting a new 
low7 record for forest fires in Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Speedy trucks are constantly avail­ 
able to rush the young forest guards 
over wroodland roads, many of them 
built by the corps expressly for this 
purpose, to the scene of the fire 
when the alarm sounds.
